At Saturday’s meeting, in all probability, 
the American commissioners will present to 
Spain’s representatives a strongly worded 
document announcing that the United 
States is determined upon the cession of the 
Philippines, and that Spain must agree to 
this at once or this ‘patenccagh | will proceed to 
take possession by force of arms. 

It cad been the belief of the President 
and his Cabinet all along that the Span- 
iards would agree to our terms, and they 
are not at all discouraged, as all the re- 
ports thus far received from Chairman Day 
seem to indicate that the Spaniards pro- 
pose to yield, and are making a show of op- 
yosition to satisfy the holders of Spanish 
oor that the monarchy has ylelded only 
to superior force. The Cabinet here in 
Washington is confident that the end is 
not far off, and it is the expectation that 
the treaty will be agreed to before the end 
of this month. 

This impression is borne out by expres- 
sions In the London papers. As cabled 
from London to-day the Times says: “‘The 
Spanish Cabinet has no real intention of 
breaking off the negotiations. It is only 
prolonging them in order to familiarize 
the public mind tn Spain with inevitable 
concessions. Certainly there is no neec 
for the United States to send a fleet to 
Spain, as they could easily enforce sub- 
mission without thet. Spain would be 
foolish to sulk, and thus lose the moncy 
compensation America is now willing to 
pav.’’ 

The Spanish reply was nota surprise to 
the American Commissioners, who, in fact, 
had prepared themselves in advance with 
instructions received directly from’ the 
President and Secretary Hay for a com- 
plete answer. 

The attempt of the Spanish Commission. 
ers to induce the Americans to accept thelr 
construction of the meaning of the proto- 
col, where it touches on the Philippines, 
has been a flat failure. The President him- 
self was party to the preparation of the 
protocol. 

It was he who, suspecting a purpose on 
the Spanish side to becloud the issue and 
leave open a door for Yuture escape from 
the consequences of the war, had swept 
aside as eo much chaff the message of the 
Spanish Duke, Almadovar de Rios, and re- 
ducing the demands of the United States 
to what is called a precisis, had declared 
‘that the Spanish Government might accept 
that as an exact statement of the de- 
mands of the United States. Having made 
the document, the President believes him- 
self to be the person best competent to con- 
strue its meaning, and the American Com- 
missioners are consequently acting in con- 
formity with his view.

This dramatic exclamation was addressed 
to Superintendent Mack in the Morgue 
Thursday morning, by John Requa, hus- 
band of Maggie Requa. 

While Superintendent Mack looked over 
the books to see if he could find the name 
of Requa, the excited husband nervously 
paced the floor, with his right hand in his 
hip pocket. 

There was a strange glare in his eyes. 

“No such name on the books,’ replied 
Superintendent Mack. 

“Thank the Lord, she may yet be alive,’ 
gasped Requa, “and I'll make another 
search for her.”’ 

Then, in answer to questions, he had told 
his story. His wife, Maggie, disappeared 
from their home, 916 North Eleventh street, 
just before 6 o’clock Tuesday evening. She 
had finished the preparation of supper, and 
immediately after announcing the meal 
ready she stepped out of the house, hatless 
and clothed in-her kitchen garb, leaving 
behind an extensive wardrobe of good 
clothing, some of which was recently pur- 
chased. . 

Requa seated himself at the table, but 
observing the absence of his: wife, he wait- 
ed, expecting her momentarily to return. 

The supper in the Requa home still 
stands on the table untasted. 

“Tl have searched everywhere for my 
wife,’’ said Requa, ‘“‘and the only trace | 
have been able to find is that she told a 
neighbor she intended to jump into the 
river. It seems that she had troubie on 
her mind. She had had some difficulty 
with a neighbor, and was extremely sensi- 
tive.’’ 

Requa was in a highly nervous condition 
while at the Morgue, and paid but little at- 
tention to the effarts that were made to 
calm him. He is 32 years old and employed 
by a tobacco company. His wife is 20 years 
old. and is said to be a strikingly beautiful 
blonde. Requa says she made no explan- 
ation whatever when she left home. : 
Requa explained that he had delayed vis- 
iting the Morgue becaus@ ‘he dreaded -the 
possible disclosure that would result from 
the visit, and further hecause of the pub- 
licity that would be given to his sorrow. 


ALL GAME CAN BE SHIPPED. 


An Erroneous Impression About Mis- 
souri Game Laws. 

Some of the farmers and small country 
merchants think the law of 1893, prohibft- 
ing the shipment of certain kinds of game 
from one county to another, or out of the 
State, still in force, and Third street 
commission men say that this erroneous 
idea affects the shipment of quail and 
other birds. 

The law affected quail, grouse and prairie 
chicken and was in force for five years. 
It expired in April of this year. In 1895 
a law was passed including deer and wild 
turkeys in the provisions of the bill. The 
idea somehow obtained that when this law 
was passed the old law was extended for 
another five years. This was not the case, 
and deer and wild turkeys being merely 
added, the law as to them died with the 
original law last April and all game can 
be freely shipped.

Two Street Railways Trying 
to Get Into Belleville. 


DAY LINE’S WCRKMEN 
THROWN INTO PRISON. 


OTHERS TO BE PUT ON, BUT THE 
MUNICIPAL AUTHORITIES 
SAY NOT. 


FEARED THAT THERE 
WILL BE RIOTING. 


The Day Line Is Trying to Shut Out Its 
Rival, the Suburban, and There 
Is Trouble on Tap for 
Every body. 


Belleville is the scene of great excitement 
over the developments in the fight between 
the Day and Suburban Electric Lines for 
entrance to the town 

More than 100 laborers employed by the 
Day Line were arrested Thursday morning 


by order of Alderman Klein, who is acting 

Mayor in the absence of Mayor Winkler. 
The cause of the arrests was the work 

of tearing up North Illinois street, begun 


by the Day line management for the pur- 
pose of shutting out the Suburban line 
from that street. 

The jail is crowded with laborers ar- 
rested. The Day line management an- 
nounced immediately after the arrests were 
madé that other laborers would be im- 
ported and put to work after noon. 

Acting Mayor Klein has sworn in a jarge 
number of extra policemen, and vows tne 
work shall not proceed. 

The Cu.rcuit Attorney is absent, and an 
injunction proceeding cannot be had. Act- 
ing Mayor Klien is proceeding on 
ordinance prohibiting the tearing up of the 
strects. 

The town is deeply interested in the 
struggle, and there are fears that it may 
end in serious rioting and disturbance. 

The Day and Suburban lines have been 
engaged in a fight over the wight of way 
between East St. Isouis and Belleville for 
several montha, 

The Day line succeeded several months 
ago in gaining entrance to Belleville, and 
operation. 

Recently the Suburban line began to run 
cars over the Day -ine’s tracks. 

Plans had been perfected for the com- 
mencement of the work of laying its own 
tracks. It intended to commence laying 
track on North Illinois street Thursday 
morning. 

The Day line management got wind of 
this plan, and early Thursday morning put 
over 100 men to work tearing up the street, 
preparatory to laying a track. 

Acting Mayor Klein was appealed to 
He called out the entire police force and 
swore in a number of extra pomeaaeee. 
The laborers were arrested and locked up. 
They filled the calaboose. ; 

The Day line people at once announced 
that they would put other men to work.

C. 8S. CROSS WENT TO HIS HOME 
AND KILLED HIMSELF, UN- 
ABLE TO ENDURE THE 
STRAIN. 


NCTED IN AND OUT 
OF BUSINESS CIRCLES. 


He Was Owner of One of the Largest 
Stock Farms in Kansas, His 
Hobby Being Breeding of 
Hereford Cattle. 


EMPORIA, Kan. Nov. 17.—William Mur- 
tindaie, the Vice-President of the First Na- 
tonal Bank which suspended yesterday 
and whose President, Charlee 8S. Crose, 
killed himself, announces that the directors 
will appiy their private fortunes to paying 
eff claims against the institution and that 
the depositors wi!l lose nothing. Charlee 
Jobes, representing the Comptroller of Cur- 
rency, who is now in charge of the institu. 


“I think I am just!fied how in saying that 
the depositors of this bank will not suffer 
eeriously in its closing. Still, this must be 
taken into account: When a bank is closed 
as this has been it knocks off 26 per cent 
Of .ts available assets. But even with this, 
I firmly believe that there is no cause for 
apprehension among the depositors,”’ 

ihe receiver announces that so far his 
investigation has developed irregularities 
in the reserve agents’ accounts amounting 
to $50,000 and $15,000 in the cash accounts 
and that the bank had invested in doubtful 
enterprises controlled by President Cross 
approximately $150,000. The capital and sur- 
plus of the bark appear to be entirely 
wiped out. 

The last statement issued showed: 
bilities—Capital, $100,000; surplus and protits, 
$101,285.53; due to depositors, banks and 
bankers, $513,599.42: circulation, $22,500; totai 
resources, $737,388.95. 

Among the heavy losers by the bank fail- 
ure are Lyon County and the city of Em- 
poria. All the city and county funds were 
deposited there. 

President Cross shot himseJf in his home 
yesterday immediately after the announce- 
ment of the order closing the bank. 

C. 8S. Cross caine to Mmporia with his 
parents in 1865. He had been employed in 
the bank since boyhood, and at his fath- 
er’s death succeeded to its management. 
He was 39 years old. Thirteen years ago 
he. became interested in stock raising.

_Charles S& Cross was the only child of 
Col. Harrison C. Croes, who died suddenly 
of heart disease at Mackinaw a few years 
ago, and who was believed to have been 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. A 
considerable portion of this fortune was 
accumulated by the elder Cross while he 
was acting as receiver of the M., K. & T. 
Railway. 

The younger Cross first married Miss Kate 
Smeed, daughter of the resident of the 
Union Pacific Railway Company, but they 
were divorced after living together fifteen 
years. Some years later Cross married a 
Miss Wilder of Lawrence, a cousin of his 
divorced wife. The marriage proved happy. 

Cross made friends with the greatest 
eas> He was gentle and his manner thor- 
oughly engaging. He was fond of books. 
and refined in tastes. The cause of the 
difference between himself and his @ivorced 
wife was the extreme fondness of the lat- 
ter for society, a taste which her husband 
did not share.

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RAN AMUCK IN THE STREETS OF 
A LITTLE SUBURB OF KAN- 
SAS CITY. 


THIRTY BULLETS FIRED 
INTO HIS BODY. 


After Destroying Much Property He 
Took Refuge on a River Bar and 
_Meekly Surrendered. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 17.—Rajah, the 
big elephant which escaped from a circus 
at Argentine, is once more in captivity. 
For 24 hours Rajah owned the town. Dur. 
ing this time 30 bullets were lodged in his 
big body in the efforts of the circus men 
to capture him. He bears his wounds 
lightly and they seem to cause him no in- 
convenience. 

After terrorizing the community all day, 
and destroying considerable property, Ra- 
jah took refuge on a sandbar in the Kaw 
River, where his plucky keeper, Frank 
Fisher, finally succeeded in making hin 
a captive. With 1000 people watching hin 
Fisher walked boldly up to the elephant 
armed only with an elephant hook. TT 
the surprise of weerrboly the big beas’ 
dropped his head and allowed his keepe: 
to iead him back to his quarters. 


Rajah escaped from the winter quarters 
of Lemen Bros.’ circus at 9 o'clock Tues- 
day morning. At that hour Frank Fisher, 
Rajah’s keeper, went as usual to look after 
his charge. He could see that Rajah. was 
very mad, but was rather thrown off ‘the 
track, as were the other animal keepers, 
because Rajah did not trumpet as he usu- 
a@ily, does when he is enraged. As Fisher 
was bending over, Rajah snapped the big 
heavy chains that bind his forelegs to 
heavy stakes driven in the ground. The 
keepers saw the danger and were trying to 
repair the damage when with a huge swing 
the elephant snapped the chains on his 
hind legs as though they were made of 
String. 

He was free, after having been heavily 
chained and cross chained to four stakes 
for a month. He would not obey his keep- 
er’s voice as usual, but threw his immense 
trunk In the air and charged a partition, 
which shuts off the other animals from the 
three elephants. The age age was splint- 
ered to kindling wood, and after turning 
over the cage containing some panthers he 
smashed a cage containing two wolves, and 
these animals were so frightened they ran 
for the open. He also attacked the lion 
cage, and two lions were set at liberty. 
By this time Rajah was feeling like him- 
self. Hle owned the earth, or at least the 
west end of Argentine, where the Lemen 
Bros.’ winter quarters is situated. 

Men from the quarters were instantly dis- 
patched by Frank Lemen to the schools 
and dwellings in Argentine, warning every- 
one of the outbreak. The children were 
kept in the school and many residents of 
the west end of Argentine adjourned to 
the housetops to watch the playful antics 
of Rajah Many of them went into the 
houses when they learned that Rajah did 
not care anything about houses, and that 
if he ehould take a notion to start after 
the people on the housetops he would 
knock down a frame building and get them 
as easily as though they were sitting on a 
rail fence. 


In the meantime the keepers had no 
trouble in securing the lions and the wolves 
as they were too frightened to think of 
escaping, and tn two minutes every at- 
tache of the show was bent on securing 
the big brute. Rajah has always hated 
Albert, a docile glephant of the show. who 
is very fond of children. So after releas- 
ing the llons and the wolves he turned on 
Albert, who was chained near by. Redr- 
ing himself on his hind hk rs, he luneed 
forward onto poor Albert's back, and while 
the chained brute screamed with § fi ar 
those terr-ble tusks of Rajah were sunk 
into his back, gouging out ereat pieces 
Of leathery hide. But the keepers were 
worrying him by prodding him with sharp 
@lephant hooks, ao Rajah thought of mak- 
ing some use of his freedom. He made 
Straight for the big closed and his 
onderous head Foon made the heavy door

north side of the car, ‘he butted it with his 
head. A crash of breaking timber was 
heard and there was nothing left of one 
side of that car from the door to the end. 
Had the car net been securely coupled 
to-a string of cars Mr. Lemen would never 
have been alive to tell the tale, for the 
elephant could have pushed one car off 
the track and crushed the crouching show- 
man before help arrived. 

The sight of the hated Fisher caused Ra- 
jah to turn his attention from Mr, Lemen 
and he was led away in a chase after his 
Keeper. Tiring of this and feeling hungry 
after his unusual exertions, he gave up the 
chase again, and, breaking down a fence 
to Lloyd Smith's cornfield, which is north- 
east of the circus winter quarters, Rajah 
ambled in and went after the corn shocks. 
This suited him, and in less than thirty 
minutes he had made two of the big stacks 
of corn disappear and was regaling him- 
self with a third when the keeper drove 
him out into a neighboring wood. 


— was very mad at being disturbe 
at his feast, especially as he had only dis- 
posed of four Coles of hay the night be 
fore, so he vented his spleen on the trees 
This was great fun for him. Putting: his 
head against a tree as big as a man’: 
body he would give a mighty push ané 
over the tree would topple. The smaller 
trees he would simply wind his trunk 
around and give a yank and théy would 
be leveled to the ground. Some grapevines 
pleased his wicked eye, and down the:

Ther 
drove him away from the elephant car 
by coaxing and teasing alternately, and 


‘the next object of interest he spied was a 


Santa Fe switch engine, which was walt- 
ing to pull the circus car out of harm's 
way. Rajah walked around the engine 
examining it. He did not fancy the his: 
of escaping steam, so he tramped aroun? 
to the tender, reared himself in the air 
and planted his huge forefeet on the foot- 
board while he took a look at the en- 
gineer and fireman. Climbing down, he 
sandwiched his head in under the tender 
and the rails and started to throw it off 
the track. The tender was toppling over 
on two wheels when the engineer pulled 
out to gave himself, and Rajah had add- 
ed one more chapter to his feats of 
streneth. 

As darkness came on the brute wandered 
toward the west. He traveled to Turner, 
Kan., a mile and a half from Argentine, 
and tore down some fences, trampled over 
some property and frightened the natives. 
Keepers now had lanterns and the hunt 
was becoming more dangerous, not only 
because of the darkness but because of 
their being compelled to go after Rajah on 
foot, all of the horses having been worn 
out. The ground was dotted with holes 
where Rajah’s feet had sunk in the ground, 
and a stumble and fall with Rajah close 
meant instant death. 

Hope of subduing Rajah was given up 
Wednesday afternoon, and !t was decided 
to kill him. Near the Argentine elevator 
rank Lemen and Frank Fisher. beth of 
the Lemen Bros.’ cireus, took ten shots 
each at the animal with a Winchester rifle 
but the bullets had little effect. Some o 
them bounded off the animal's hide. 

Rajah ran tn the direction of the river 
when the men began shooting at h!m, and 
took up a position on a sandbar in the 
river, where he trumpeted noisily. lor a 
long time no one would go near him, until 
finally, as the animal's trumpeting grew 
fainter and fainter, Frank “isher. the 
trainer, rode to the gsandbar and Megan 
to issue commands to the an!ma! At first 
Rajah paid no attention to him. but as 
lisher drew nearer and nearer the big brute 


hegan to show signs of submission. so that 
when finally Fisher leaped from his horse 
and caught the animal's trunk with the 
short iron hook used by all trainers.

ALL LOVE TO IDLE 
AND SING AND DANCE. 


The Men Prefer the Luxuries and Dis- 
sipations of Village to Agricultur- 
al Avocations and Have 
Plenty of Money. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The Osage In- 
dians are prubably the wealthiest people 
per capita on earth, are dristocrats and 
scorn manual labor, according to Gen, Pol- 
lock’s annual report to the Interior Depart- 
ment. They own over 80 acres of land 
for e@ch man, woman and child, each re- 
ceiving an annuity of over $2U0 in cash. As 
an illustration, if an Indian and-his wife 
have eigMt children the annual cash income 
of the family is over $2,000. Rather leading 
his white brother in this point, he prefers 
the conveniences, luxuries and dissipations 
of Village life to agricultural avocations: he 
lives to sing and dance, and he has plenty 
of money to support his family in idleness. 

Indian Agent Stephens, of the Crow 
Creeks, reports that a serious nuisance 
and detriment to progress, to correct which 
agents would have to co-operate, is inter- 
tribal visiting, demoralizing to the Indians, 
encouraging idleness and nomadic habits, 
abandonment of the crops, reckless distri- 
bution of property presents and neglect 
of stock. Action to minimize thts mischief 
is urged, 

Capt. Cornish, of the Uintah and 
Agency in Utah, complains in his reports 
that there never has been any settlement 
Of the claim-of the Uncompaghre, White 
River and Seuthern Utes on account of 
Une cession of about 8,000,000 acres of land 
to the United States under a treaty of 
i880, in consideration of cértain benefits. 

The treaty required that the land should 
be subject to cash entry only, and that the 
proceeds, after reimbursement to the 
United States for sums appropriated and 
Set aside in the Ute act and paying for 
lands which might be ceded to the Utes by 
the United States outside of the reserva- 
tion at $1.25 per acre, shoula be deposited 
to their credit in the treasury, the interest 
payable to the Utes annually with the rest 
of their annuity money. ‘ais claim has not 
been settled, and no statement made as to 
the amount of money collected for this 
land.- The agent says: 

“It does not appear that the United States 
has ceded them any lands outs of fheir 
reservation, If the late Uncompaghre Res- 
ervation is considered to have been so ced- 
ed it has practically aguin been absorbed 
by the United States. l believe the Goyv- 
ernment has appropriated trom tns Col- 
orado land a large timber reserve, for 
Which, it seems to me, the Indians are 
justly entitled to pay. The matter snould 
be tarefuily investigated,”’ 

The denial of the rights of these Indians 
to hunt in their old reservation, m accord- 
ance with the Colorado game laws, is com- 
p'a.ned of as an injustice anu violation of 
their treaty rights, and the agent recom- 
mends securing through Congress some 
compensation tor loss of the right.

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NEW TRAFFIC AGREEMENT. 


The Central Passenger and Freight Assoc‘tation seems to be 
the same thing under another name. 

According to the published account of the agreement each 
road makes its own rates, filing with the commissioner coples 
of all papers relating to rates, rules and regulations. The 
commissioner seems to be granted no author'’ty, but is e&- 
pected to co-operate with the several roads and act for each 
line separately instead of for al] jo‘ntly. 

This may be a good way to evade the law, but it is the same 
offense in another form. Rates are to be made by collusion in- 
stead of by contract, which, in effect, ‘s a distinction without a 
difference. The roads cannot contract. Therefore they conspire; 
and a conspiracy is hard to prove. 

The companies are clearing away the unessentials and re- 
ducing the question to its lowest terms: shall the railroads 
own the Government or the Government regulate the ra*]- 
roads? If they decline the second alternative and try to es- 
tablish the first, another and more radical question will be 
raised immediately. 


In Wednesday's Post-Dispatch Mrs. Ella Wheeler Wilcox 
advises young women not to permit themselves to be enslaved 
and abused in thefr own homes. Good advice. But many:

Louis University football team, without 
thinking that their athletic annihilation

To a Post-Dispatch reporter both the Jes- 


uits and the Brothers gave the assurance 
that there was no bitterness between the 
echools, and that O'Reilly's dismissal was 


due to nothing of the sort. The Jesuits 
@aid the youth was expelled because he 


snapped his fingers in the face of authority. 
They say they warned him that If he took 


his football team out as a university team 
without the consent of the faculty he would 
be expelled, and when he did it anyway 


they executed their threat. 

The brothers said the Jesuits were per- 
fectly right; that they would themselves 
expel a student who, in defiance of author- 
ity, would injure the athletic reputation of 
the institution, so important have ath- 
letics become.

It 
makes no difference to me, for I wil] be 
prepared to go one hundred rounds if necés- 
sary.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The 
fever problem has been receiving earnest 
attention of late from the authorities here, 
particularly from the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice and the War Department, owing to 
the important new relations established 
with Cuba and other fever localities to the 
south of us and also because of the re- 
currence of the disease within the country 
during the last summer. The purpose is 
‘to prepare during the coming 
months for such efficient cordon 
tection around; the country that 
will be reduced to a minimum,

Owing to 
this weakness of the law strong efforts will 
be made to have Congress pass what is 
known as the Caffrey bill, granting addi- 
tional quarantine powers. 

Besides the quarantine to provide against 
the escape of diseases from the island the 
authorities are now considering plans for 
the internal sanitation of the island on an 
extensive scale. What branch of the service 
will have that in charge is not yet settled. 
Surgeon General Wyman says that the 
marine hospital service will undertake the 
work if it is desired. But as Cuba will be 
under military rule for many months to 
come, the War Department may determine 
to carry on the iocal sanitation in connec- 
tion with its other branches of military oc- 
cupation and control. 

Just What should be done in the way 
of clearing away foul deposits and 
establishing modern sanitary methods at 
the main points of Cuba is being thorough- 
ly canvassed by officials here and it is 
expected that plan and the ones to execute 
the plan will be decided on at an early day. 

Another means of coping with the dis- 
ease is to station a orce of fever 
experts throughout the island, to report 
on the condition of contagion and the ap- 
appearance of any new outbreak. The Sur- 
geon-General now has two of these experts 
at Havana, and one at Santiago. and this

Louig would have been made 
before this, and the delay has occasioned 
some fear that the committee might, after 
all, have considered a world’s fair tgo big 
an undertaking and have decided to alter 
its recommendation. 

Mr. Frederick W. Lehman, a member of 
the committee, said Thursday morning: 

‘‘There has been no lessening of interest 
in the project upon the part of the com- 
mittee, nor any cessation of quiet progress 
in the work. We had expected that the 
committee’s report would have been made 
by this time, and the delay is for no other 
reason than that the report was to be 
drawn up here, and I have been too busy 
of late to devote my time to it. 

“Then, too, we have been unable to get 
the committee together for some days, be- 
cause of the absence of several members 
from the city. You may say that the re- 
port will be made within the next ten 
days and handed to the committee of fifty, 
out of which our committee was ap- 
pointed.’’ 

Mr. Lehman says the report will not fn- 
clude any recommendataions concerning 
the appropriations necessary to make the 
fair a success. 

“The committee,” he says, “‘does not un- 
derstand this to be within its province. 
We were appointed to recommend in what 
manner the centennial of the purchase 
should be celebrated, and we believe our 
immediate obligation is discharged when 
We say what kind of a celebration, in our 
behief, will best meet the possib.lities and 
opportunities of the time. Naturally we 
Shall go on to say why we believe a world’s 
fair can be made a success at St. Louis, 
and this will embody every matter of 
finance. But we shall not, I think, say 
what sums will be needed from the city, 
the Nation, and this and other States. 
This is a-subject for consideration when 
our recommendation, if it is to be, is ac- 
cepted. : 

“This fair is a simple proposition of pay 
your money and take your choice. The 
limitations of our fair will be fixed by the 
sums devoted to it. If it is to be a big 
fair, the greatest since the Columbian Ex-

on Sept. 11. He was arrested in Kansas 
City, Kan., after adding several more 
burglaries to his list. 

The conviction of Hellman may bring 
important developments in the Brant mur- 
der case; in fact, it may reveal the secret 
of who killed C. A. Brant at Twenty-second 
and Locust streets last summer. 

A mysterious woman, who has been a 
frequent caller at the Four Courts here 
of late, is believed to be doing special de- 
tective work on the Brant case, and it ap- 
pears she is working under direction of 
Chief Desmond, although the Chief doesn’t 
make such admission. 

As the story goes, and it comes from a 
reliable source, the mysterious woman vis- 
ited Hellman in the jail several times and 
—— his confidence to such extent that 

© admitted knowing something abolt the 
Brant murder. It {is further said. that 
Hellman intimated that after his trial on 
the burglary charge he would make some 
startling revelations. 

Detective Shevlin ts now working on the 
case with renewed energy. It was he who 
first arrested Hellman and tried to fasten 
the Brant murder upon the prisoner. Fail- 
ing in that,Hellman was turned over to the 
Clayton authorities on the charge of bur- 
Zlary. While waiting for trial he escaped 
from jail, but was captured in a few weeks 
iter in Kansas City. 

At the time of his original arrest in this 
city, circumstances seemed to indicate that 
Hellman had something to do with the 
Brant murder, but he passed through Chief 
Desmond's sweat-box without commitfing 
himself. 

It is hoped now that inasmuch as his 
fate is already settled, he will turn State's 
evidence in the murder case. and thus 
stand a chance of future leniency.
